The following is a rnjiort of the 
speechoH of Prof. Prlncf, chairman of 
the British Gohunbia lislioricH conimis- 
a-on, and of Prof. Ramsay Wright at 
tile annual meeting of tlio baard of 
trade, Iaol«_ of space having prevented 
their earlier publication: 

The Chairman— I' have now much 
pleasure In calling upon Professor 
I rince. to addi-ess you. 

Vrofcssor Prince — Mr. Chairman and 
(•entienicn: I wish, in the flr.st place, 
to say witli wliat liieasurc I Ihid my- 
•self i)rescnt with you at your annual 
mooting today. This Is not the llrst 
occasion on which I iiave met the mi^ni- 
hers of tlie Board of Trade of Victoria; 
It is so long ago as twelve years sinco 
1 s]),-ike to the nu'inhcrs of your board. 
And I am iooklug around tho room to 
•sec liow numy faces 1 can recos'aizo as 
members on that necashm, and I no- 
tice there arc many absent faces. 1 
felt it a great honor when I wan asked 
to be present here today. But 1 warn 
you, gentlemen, that I do act propo.se | 
to give you a Iohr speech, and I cannot t 
in any way try to emulate tho stales. 1 
maiililvo utterances of the minister wlio 
lias Just resumed l-.is seat. j 
■As most (if ynu are aware, 1 hold | 
the olliee, and have for fifteen years, of i 
(/oniniissionor of I'Msherlos for the Do- 
minion ii( Canada. As your iiresld<'nt 
has c.Niilaine<l, this means thai I liave 
some kind of supervision and oversl.uhlr 
over the wliolo of th<' lishories of this 
vast Dominion. I hope 1 max- be par- 
iloiu^d s.-iying that I have devuti'cl the 
whole of my life to tlUs subji'ct, and if 
any man wore qualiiiod to have any 
supervision of that lii'nd, I felt if 1 
were not in some way qualined 1 should 
have been a dullard indeed! for my ox- 
perlcncu has been mora varied than 
probahly any other living fishery com- 
missioner. 1 had an important worlt to 
ilo niany years ago oJi this Fishery 
Hoard of Scotland, where I commenced 
my lishery work. I was tlien engaged 
on cci taiii lishery i|uestious in lOngland, 
and know tlu.' whoh.' coast of IJnglaml 
and its fisheries. And tlien the sec- 
retary at that time, .Mr. Halfour, asked 
mo to take up the investigation of the 
dec'p sea lisliing grounds ami tlie riv- 
ers, which at that time were .almost 
uninvestigated. And now it is my task 
to try and do something in tlic way of 
investigating tlie lisliorli>s of IBritish 
Colunibia. .^nd it is proposed, and the 
government propose, to really iinder- 
talio some survey .such as otlier coun- 
tries have undertaken; a'Ud which 
would have been undertaken Ion" 
had it not been that our lishery indus- 
try as it \«as, sufflciently occupied u.s. 
No man with the 5<aowledge had the 
opportunity to go further. As a met- 
ier fif fact, our nserles carenot be de- 
veio|ied until' wo are ready to doveloj) 
tliem, l^ot me c.\pl;iin. :\Ia"-- years ago 
1 -stood be-fore a sister board in \'aii- 
couver, and I there urged tlm Import- 
anee nf some attention b(>ing given to 
deep sea lisheries; and I was assnreil 
by members tliat the salnion lishery 
\vas all they iiad an Interest In, and 
tliey didn't boilu'r niueli about the liaii- 
hiit or the lierriiig, or any other kind, 
that arc here, and efforts w'ould be 
simply wasted upon It. Hut 1 felt at 
the time I was not wasting words in 
saying that the salmon industry in 
British Columbia was only one of man.v 
of the great industries which were open 
for the benefit of this province. And 
i feel, gentlemen, today — I do not claim 
to be a prophet — but I say many of you 
sitting here today 'wouVd be aston- 
ished to see the immense dovolonment 
of tile fishing Industry which today you 
look ujion lightly and ns of small ac- 
count. 

^V■ell, I feel then that I havo some 
encouragement in this groat task of 
Dominion Cohmiissioner or Flslierles. 
a task the I'xtent of wlileli \e..uld .-ip- 
piar almost illimitable, 'i'lie olher day 
1 iiad the honor and privilegi', in 
lawa, of explaining in the course of 
three ijr four days, the lishi'i-.v .■ulniin- 
Istralion, and di'lalling the n;iture of 
the lishery rcsiiure.'s of Canada, to one 
of tho hlgliest ollielals of llie gnvern- 
ment of India. Tlio Indian government 
sent out a Hindu gentleman of grout 
ability and culture, a man of extreme 
reflnement, a man delightful to meet, 
who had been In the Imperial service, 
— sent this gentleman out to Canaad 
to see how \vc managed our fl.sherles. 
(\nd this gentleman, the Honorable .Mr. 
rjupta, told mo lhat our populatbm of j 
course was a mere fraction as ecunpar- 
ed witli tho three luindred niillions of 
I people in India, and yet lie said, "You | 
I have, as Dominion Couimlssioper of 
j I-'lsherios in Canad.u, a task far "xered- 
ing anything that we can over hope for 
I in Indi.-i; ilie extent of your Waters. 
iHie variety of the lish iiiliabiting them, 
is so almost, beyond imagi'iia tion. that 
we can ne\'er hope to approach llii^ 
lisheries of Canadti; but wc e.in learn 
some lessons from ymi. and we have 
w.-iters and resoiireos xvliieh ihmmI dc- 
voloimient, and need expansion in order 
to supply our teeming populatiim with 
additional food. 

Weil, I feel especially ilie privilege 
of addressing this board, because ] 
thlnlt in such a board as this — you will 
excuse me for saying It — \ve find the 
brains of the province — we have such 
a board as this gathered together of 
men Who are guiding the commercial 
enterprises, and takln.tT a profound iii- 
leresl in all tli.at respects the great 
resources of tlil.s great provincie. And 
I fc<'i, therefore, that I can .speak bold- 
ly, and you will excuse me If some- 
times I do spealc plainly I'n my few 
remarks. 

I have (iften laid down views wbieh 
have lieeii heartily accepted and heart- 
ily approved of by sia'b botti'ds .'is this; 
■and on otlier occasions there iiave 
arisen differenc(>s, and such .-i board 
as tills has often dlsapjiroved of re- 
comiiienckitlons which eniantili'il from 
myself. Hut I have always friund from 
time to time during the last twelve 
years, that whatever they might think 
of m.e recommendations, they h.ave ai- 
rways credited me, and I am pleased to 
say it, with honesty of Intention, and 
desire to promote the welfare nf tho 
l-ndustrlcs ns a whole. And I .assure 
you, gentlemen, that that has always, 
lieon IJefore nie. And when I have re- 
commended to the gnvernment steps 
which might sem to yon at times not 
(inlte what ymi wo\dd like, when you 
come to ponder over the niattiM', 1 
think you will' come to see many of my 
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recommendations are right, and you 
will fcGl as they did in Scotland, where 
I was one of those engaged with a 
famous authority, Professor Jlclntosh, 
in deciding some crucial cpiestlons af- 
fecting the lishorie.s of Scotland, and 
tho iishcrmon and those Interested in 
tKsheries almost to, a man, disapproved 
of the; views that were taken by, . par- 
ties such, as, Prqfessor i^MoIntpali and 
myself, if yoii go to sbpMand today to 
a man, everybody 'rsaysi Professor Mc- 
intosh and Professor Prince were right. 
It Is some -sntisfatclon to find, gentle- 
men, that after many years, tho views 
changed and experience began to tell. 
And it Is simply inipossllilo that it 
sliould be otherwise. Because, tliougli 
you are practictil men, there are Jiliases 
of lishery rpic.stloiis, wh.icli, as practical 
men you cannot thoroughly fathom or 
grasp, and it requires, as tme may see, 
n special tcclmlcal training to .see tlie 
force of some of the features w-hieh ap- 
petir in tlie (Ishery matters. 

Let mo give you one simple illus- 
tration; tliat is on the question of 
steam trolling — I do not want to Weary 
you but If I, may be excused 1 would 
like for a moihent to give yo» this Il- 
lustration. The bottom of the sea is 
supposed to t)s tlie great spawning 
grounds for ail' the important ilsh. Tho 
steam trolling which is carried on at 
.Scotland scraped the bottom of the 
sea, and everybody said this steam 
trolling must be stopped, because llie 
spawning beds are belmr liestroyeil; 
It was estimated on idl liands that the 
spawn w.as being dragged from the 
boitom and destro.xa-il, Ions and tons of 
hallbnt s|iawn and of nther lishes. was 
dragged from the l)o|toin. 1 w.as .iiie 
of the lirst workeu's in this great Held 
Investigallng lish life in llu' sea and 1 
said ikOiberately to ibem, that with 
one Inipoi-lant exceptio-n, all' the valu- 
able lishes of the sea put their eggs in 
aiioibor place than the bottom, that the 
eggs w,.re not at the bottom at all, 
that they Were floating near tho top, 
and the steam troll or bottom troll 
dragging on the bottom could not af- 
fect one egg of the Important deep 
sea fish. This was a very striking ex- 
ample of tho way a scientillc or tecli- 
iih^d authorliy nia.s' put practical men 
right who ari> busy catching those fish 
from day to dai'. it is onl.\' flsli of ,a 
certain varietj'. herring, that deposited 
their eggs on tho 'oottoni; and not one 
herring was in d,angi,.r at all; they 
were not In daiigeu' Ijecaiise none of the 
eggs of the hi^rring are found on the 
giiamd oiieraled over by tho st(>am 
trolling. So that the scientillc or pro- 
fessional authority, liavlng the whole 
thing within its gra.sp, could .settle the 
matter, and it is of the utmost Import- 
ance in British Columbia, which Is not 
only the premier province of Can- 
ada, but of the whole world, In fisher- 
ies, that you should bo guided, and 
vour fishery policy developed in ac- 
cordance with reliable and scientiiic 
authority, that you should not rely up- 
on evidence of opinions or views wdiich 
arc not based upon the strictest and 
most reliable seientille grounds. And 
1 Want yon, gcntlenien, to bear thtit in 
mind, for this reason, that there Is a 
tendency to overlook and deride some- 
times llie scb.'iitltic m.'in's oiiinlons. 
.\ml it is a mistake to do so. Yini 
must go to the man who is Investigat- 
ing this m.'itter entirely unprojiidleed 
and without any iiartlcular oliject In 
view excepting the truth. And I then;- 
fore lay ::tress !:iion this niatler be- 
fore tho board tod;'.\', that the inves- 
tigation of our lisheries, an;! all our 
fisheries, really must be carried on 
from tho basis of exact scientiQc know- 
ledgo.- ^''-' ' -ifftK-b-^- 

Well, there Is one other point that is 
< heorlng to one like myself, and that 
is, that I have always found the boards 
of trade and the lending men In our 
lishlng hidustries in this provhice .-ire 
■always men in earnest. .\ow, 1 t nie 
lllustr.'ite ag.'iin'. I do not wai ^ to 
dr.MW unfair comjiarisons, because xiy 
words soniethnes get (m the other .. "■• 
of the Itoekies. Rut the Dominion go 
c'lnnicnt, at iwy suggestion, Imvo bee 
earr\ing out a scheme which I 'drew up 
many years ago. for im|>roving tin' her- 
ring curing indiisiry or Camida. A'arl- 
c.us schemes were prejiai-ed. but in.\' 
<iwn was iliis to bring init .-i st;iff of 
W(UTien a'ad of m< n in tie' Weoltish her- 
ring busin.'ss, and to tliem go fn 
wr rk here .and prove to us lhat our 
bi-rrlng can bo put up just as gooi^ as 
the Scottish herring. That was tried 
in .Vova Scotia before it was tried In 
Uritish Columbia; and I regret to .say 
that on the whole the .Maritime Prov- 
inces were not favorable to this 
scheme: and even now they are rather 
pri lie to criticize, and I think sonie- 
wdiat unfairly, the schome. They .say. 
"W'e know ourselves, we do not need 
nny Instructions from Scotiland, We 
know how to put up lu^rring our- 
selvi's." And they do, because tliey 
get from two to four or live dollars a 
barrel, when Scottish herrin.g ar,' sidl- 
ing from eiglit to twelve! Th.it. I 
think. Is plain as to what llndr jiower 
of iiuttiiig up herring is; they do not 
r.iit them up ill the .Scottish way at 
all. And I feel s.-itislied tlial lln're 
WouliI bo some .ixreat etitliiisiasin from 
Ibis scheme of Iniprm-ing our eiirlng. 
Hut 1 may say Ibis, in British Colum- 
biii, as .soon as llio scheme wa.s ))ro- 
pcsed hero, a small staff of women 
Were sent to Nanalnio, and all people 
Interested In tlsherle.s, or interested in 
this matter, said, "Professor Prince, 
We are going to back you up In this 
and watch this scheme and try to im- 
prove the putting up of herrhng in 
British Columbia, and we expect some 
Immense advantages in curing herring 
with the Scottish method." And tliat 
will come, gentlemen. It Is merely a 
matter of slow process, sometimes, you 
eanno <lo it all at oiue. lint the iiuirket 
is Wiiiting i'or till- bi-st cured herring. 
And yon in Rriiisli Cohmibia, If y<Hi 
go the right w,ay about 11, t;an supply 
those markets. 

AVell. I feel that I have talked long 
ei-,ough, .'111(1 I must draw to a coiichi- 
sion. (Cries of "t'-o ahead"). Hut I 
dare sav there are gentleUKUi here, 1 
dare sav Tatlow himself, who do 

not object to !i good caleh of ,go(.>d 
trout or salmon or steol-liend, and you 
havo the ll-nest sport in Britsh Colum- 
bia of this nature, that is to be found 
anywliere In the world. I have had in 
British Columbia sport that exceeded— 
1 was going to say ttve hundred per 
cent better , than I have had In any 
other country. I .say you linve .sporting 
iinorosts in British Columbia lhat 
ought to he looked after. .\nd I feel 
very much that we Imve never eiulto 
realized this to tin' proper i^xtenl. And 
when your Premier was talking U) me 
on one occiision aliout fishing, I r^avo 
hlni a little tidviee; and he followed 
my advice when he went on his lishlng 
excursion: and 1 asked him when he 
came bael;, ".Mr. McHrldc, what kind 
of spm-l did you have'.'" And he said, 
"1 nt^ver liad so iiineh ,sport in my life 
before." He thoni^lu my advice was 
.ah right. lint wiien the Governor- 
Ceneral crime liore, 1 do not tlii'ak he 
asked my advice, nor did I'rince Ai- 
iliiir of Connaught, nor did Prince 
i'"ushlinl, when he came through; nnd I 
never heard that they had such sport 
as Prcmhu' McBride, or the bif baskei.s 
tlKiy might have had if they had cmno 
to mo, 

Mr. Tatlow spoke about the iniiiil- 
gratlon, and I wan much interested to 
hear what ho said about bringing tho 
best class of immigration to tho coun- 
try. And you niuy think, Mr. Tatlow, 
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thiit I am speaking egotistically, but 
I feel as if 1 had some right to spctik 
on this matter, to say that many years 
ago I spoke to a number of people of 
the lishlng tndustrles about the deslr- 
bililv of bringing the best class of 
coltish lishcriiicn to this Coast, and 
said 1 wanted to sec nur coasts dot- 
ti>d with lisliin.L;- towns and settlements 
if men wliei could lake u]) salmon lisli- 
inc; at lliiii- and ileeji se:i lishmg 

It another; and it was ahvays regret- 
ed that the id'-a ucNi r was In any ade- 
lUtc wav ea'.'i'ied mil. liecause 1 ctui- 
sldur that the lishlng population, such 
population UH has been gathered on 
the h'raser,— (ir llu^ genul'ne lisliing 
pciHil.'ilion, is 11 great strength to any 
country; llu-'y are useful not only as 
good citizens bringing up good fami- 
lies In our midst,, but, they are also use- 
ful from a prote.otlve Point of view; 
they make the best marines and they 
ore accustomed to nautical wor.k. And 
many countries, France and other coun- 
tries have always laid stress on that; 
when yon have a iialive lishlng' poini- 
lalion'yon have material for a navy. 
AVoll, I hope that the ,sclienie ot bring- 
ing over thes(! herring curers niiiy re- 
sult in soim tliiii.e; in the way of estah- 
il.'hing Utile communities of tlies(! her- 
ring curers. They are a. very good clas-. 
of iieople. And those girls that were 
liroiigiit over, I think all, wlin saw 
them, saiil they wev(.' the liiiest class of 
girls that they iiad ever seen, in fact 
they were so line, ATr. Chairman, w(! 
lirought finite a number of them to 
Camida, nnd many of them went back 
or got married.' or got into some other 
W(.u'lc So that Avn had no contrnl over 
them. They bccairJe engaged in various 
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THE TRIBUTE TO MR. MoBRlDE 

It was nttiiife' thut Mr. McBi'idc 
should bo accorded a reception in 
iVlctorla of the kind received by him in 
the Theatre last evening. He has ro- 
turncd from a ml.sslon that has_a very 
iinporlaiil .sigiiillcanco. The nioaaurc 
of success whlcli he attained Is re- 
markable In view of the dlfflcultlca 
•with which he was confronted. He 
received no asi-.lstanoc, hut very de- 
termined opposllion, not only from Sir 
■\Vllfrld Laurier but also from Jlr. 
Fielding', who was in London at tl;e 
time. Some people have sought to 
create the impression that Mr. Mc- 
■brlde hoped to be able to secure from 
the Imperial Parliament an amend- 
ment to the Bill, wliicli would give 
this province more money. A little 
consideration will show that this 
^N-ould have been an unreasonable ex- 
pectation. While the Imnerial Par- 
liament has the power to Iceislato tor 
the Dominion In any v.'ay that it thinks 
fit,, we may feel sure that this power 
win never be exercised except within 
certain wcll-dellned limits. It will en- 
act nothing that the Dominion and Pro- 
vincial Parllamcnt.s do not ask for. If 
it had undertaken to say that, in- 
stead of $100,000 a year for 10 years, the 
Dominion • should . pay ■ this province 
some btlier amount for some other per- 
iod of time. It would clearly have un- 
dertaken to do something, wliich while 
\vithln its undoubted jurisdiction, It 
ought not to thlnlt qf idblng. It -would 
be a glaring case of "taxation without 
representation, and the day for that 
sort of thing has passed. But while 
the Imperial Parliament might not un- 
dertake such a step,-;as that, neither 
could It in fairness and equity under- 
take to pass a law, which should bind 
for ever any one of the provinces to 
something to which it had objected, 
Hence when llr. McBride appeared, 
and on behalf of the province protest- 
ed against the::'se^ttlement fprped upon 
the province: ;Sy'' the Domi'nloft being 
"final and unalterable," the request 
v.-a.s' one that could not well have been 
denied, because to have denied It 
.would have been to deny that a prov- 
ince' of Canada as such has any In- 
diviauallty. 

Mr. McBrldo's! oh.scn'allons necessar- 
ily were not very extended, and there 
^vero not many new things which he 
could say at the present stage. Con- 
Stitlltlonally he is bound to report to 
His' Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, 
and after that has been done Ihc-rc 
may be some matters that can he laid 
before the people. It Is very evident 
that Mr. :\lcBrlde's contact with the 
leading public men of the Empire has 
been of benent to him. He is .-i stronK- 
er man than when he left u.-^ a couple 
of months ago. Wo congratuluto liim 
very lieartily upon the easy and force- 
ful manner in which ho gave such an 
account of his work as tie was at liii- 
crty to make at a public" meetinK at 
the present time. It was a statos- 
jiianlilio speech, and one that exhibited 
mastery of his subject, even though ho 
went only very briefly into details. 
Some of his points would bear clabor- 
atln;: at ronslderable length, but we 
shall have to forego doing so this 
morning. Special reference will only 
■foe made to one of them that bears 
■upon the merits of our claim. Since 
Confederation, as lie pointed out, this 
province has nuid to the Dominion 
$20,000,000 more than she has received 
and In addition has given something 
ligo 18,000,000 acres of Innd, much of 
It tlie very pick of the country. Tf 
^vo value this land at ?'.;.00 i.cr aero. 
It will appear lliat the Dominion has 
' received from British Columbia In 
cash or its equivalent $56,000,000 more 
than British Colunibia lias received 
from the Donilnioii. t'erlainly wo iiavc 
no reason to appear as mendicants be- 
fore the government at Ottawa when 
.wo ask for consideration. 

Wo wore glad that :\Ir. JtcBrldo took 
occasion to deny that he had tlie least 
Intention of sug^sting under any 
circumstances that may arise that this 
province shall secede from Canada. As 
lio said, we are all loo good Britlsliers, 
all loo good Canadians, all too desiro'is 
of seeing the Dominion and the Em- 
pire consolidated, to wish to make 
such a siiggestion. We will work along; 
constitutional lines, confident that in 
this way jiislice wUI be secured. 

Jlr. McBrlde's rcfercncc.H .to the sev- 
eral gentlemen, whoso conduct in con- 
nection with the subject matter of his 
mission was proper to bo discussed, 
.vvero In excellent ta.stc, and wo tliltik 
that In speaking of those who opposeii 
him and those from whom ho might 
havo expected, but did not receive, as- 
sistance he was exceedingly moderate. 
The Colonist has never been ablp to 
understand what reason could be ad- 
vanced on behalf of our representa- 
tives In the House oC Commons Ui jus- 
tification of their conspicuou.s silence 
on this question of, better . term.H, and 
:Mr SIcBrlde was quite right In say- 
ing that wlicu nextV,an,,'opportunlty 
offers for an o.xijression of opinion on 



this subject the people of British Col- 
umbia will expect their representatives 
to give .1 better account of themselves 
than can be found in the pages of Han- 
sard/ 'rvTP\say this is not to introduce 
politics ilVto the discussion of a sub- 
ject, which has, as far as the provin- 
cial government lias been able, been 
treated in a non-liartizau way. Tlio 
Inaction' oC 'OUr . representatives is a 
part of what lawyers call the res' ges-' 
tae,'and it cannot bo overlooked oven 
In tlie most non-partizan review of the 
case. The reference made by the 
Premier to Mr. Winston Churchill' was 
very kindly, and it 'has all the more 
merit seeing that Mr. Churchill Is a 
men. her of a political party, with 
which Mr. MoBrlde could not bo cx- 
pected to have very much sympathy. 
IMr. Churchill's conduct shows him to 
be possessed of l^readth of mind, and 
a very excellent appreciation of tlie re- 
lations of the provinces of Canada to 
tlio Dominion and to the Imperial Par- 
liament. 

In respect to the report that came 
from London last weeit to the effect 
that the Bill would bo amended in 
the 'House of Lords, and . the objec- 
tionable words be restored, we must 
decline to credit tills until we havo 
hetttor proof than now before us. Mr. 
ilcBrlde received strong assurances of 
;i kind that cannot be called in ques- 
tion, to the effect that these would be 
struck out, and It is difficult to believe 
that the British government will not 
keep faith with him, even though Sir 
Wilfrid Laurler may employ ail his 
great influence to Induce them to de- 
part from their undertakings. 



ment would ex-pcnd It according to the 
best of its judgment. Does the Times 
suggest tliat, because the government 
had been unable to devise any satisfac- 
tory plan; before the-hou.se rose, the 
grant ought to have been allowed to 
lapse?

Tho Times says- tliat few peoi)ie 
Will not believe tliat .the negotiations 
with the Salvation Army could not 
havo been concluded during the ses- 
sion of tho House. The Colonist has 
Captain Tallow's assurance that they 
couid not have been so concluded, and 
In fact that tlioy could not bo con- 
cluded until Mr. Coombs, representing 
tho Army, was able to come out to 
British Columbia. We fancy that the 
public will accept Captain Tallow's 
assaranco in jirererenco to tlio un- 
warranted insinuations of the Times.

WHAT WILL HE DO? 

The Times would like to have Mr. 
McBride tell it what he proposes to 
do, -now tliat he lias secured an open 
door for the presentation of our claims. 
It can hardly be necessary to ask such 
a question. The answer Is obvious. It 
Is that he will continue to press the 
claims of '.lie province tintil a measure 
of justice has been secured. But our 
contemporary says that he is in ex- 
actl"y the same position as he was be- 
fore the i-nter-provlncial Conference, 
except that the province will receive 
certain additional grants. This is 
quite true. May we ask the Times in 
what better position Mr. McBride could 
hope to be? Jlr. McBride knew just as 
Well as our contemporary tliat the con- 
sideration Which British Columbia 
would receive would havo" to ' be ad- 
justed with the Dominion government. 
He never had any expectation tliat it 
would be adjusted i'n any other way. 
What lie objected to was that it should 
have to be adjusted with the other 
provinces, and that What this province 
received shoidd be settled by a vote of 
the provincial' premiers. 

We gather from what our contempor- 
ary sayu that it thinks conditions VfiU 
never change at Ottawa, and that the 
deaf ear will always be turned to Bri- 
tish Columbia. It is of course at lib- 
erty to hold such a view, if it thinks 
best, but wo venture to believe, that 
even if Sir Wilfrid Laurler remains in 
pf.wer for the rest of his natural life, 
lie will not always refuse to do as 
jisticc. We have a better opinion of 
him than the paper owned by his Min- 
ister of Inland Revenue appears to 
have. We beileve that neither he nor 
the Liberal party will continue to re- 
fuse just consideration to our claims. 
But even If they are so disi)oso(l, there 
may some day or otlier be a party in 
power which will bo more favorable 
o; rather lot us say, that will not be 
tied liand a'nd foot to Quebec. 

:\Iay we ask our contemiiorary a 
fireslion'.' .Seeing that it is the in- 
t(.nlion of tlie Premier to continue to 
press for justice, what attitude does it 
propose to take towards tli<^ claims of 
the province'.' Does it intend to per- 
sist that full justice has been done 
us-.' Does it propose to oppose any 
effort to secure sometlilng like w-hat 
the members of its own party in. the 
provincial house think the province 
ofght to receive? ^Ve do not know 
tliat it makes very much differenre one 
svay or the other, so far as the ulti- 
n*ate resui't of the pressure is con- 
cerned, but it would be of some Inter- 
est to know Jusi what tho Times is 
gi.lng to do. livery Liberal public 
man, who has spoken on tho sul>ject, 
has asked that the continued pressure 
of tho demands of the province shall 
not 1)1^ made a party fiueslion. Does 
t'iW conteniriorary proposn that itsliall 
bo? The Colonist does not care very 
niuch what the answer to this ques- 
tion may be, but It knows that Lib- 
eral aspirants to seats in the next 
legislature would be very glad to know 
if they are going to be handicapped by 

its opposition to better terms.

l'''ree Press announces tliat a subsidy 
of .C -150,000 to be paid jointly by 
Cireat Britain and Canada Is to be 
given to the "All-Red" route across 
tlie Atlantic. This, If correct, will 
leave tho Pacilic part of the project 
unlirovldcd for. We hoiie that the re- 
port is true, because if one part on 
tiio route is established, the other cer- 
tainly will be. 

The Importance of this proposal to 
the Empire cannot well be overstated. 
Canada Is growing in wealtli and Ini- 
liortanco; Australia will soon come in- 
to it3 own, and .\ew Zealand is prog- 
ressing with groat strides. For the 
present Imperial preference seems out 
of the question. We can hardly linpe 
to appreciatto in this country the at}'' 
tltude of the British people towards 
colonial relations, and we must possess 
our souls In patience for a long time If 
we expect to .?ee the Empire consoli- 
dated by any tariff arrangements. Even 
tiic advent of the Conservative Party 
to power in lingland might not pro- 
duce tho results which some people 
expect, because colonial Questions do 
not as yet loom up very large before 
tlie public eye in that country. Wo 
must for tile prosont be content witli 
such closer relations as can bo lirougiit 
about by other means, and wo think 
we see in the proposal to establish j 
such an intor-lmperlai transportation! 
project as lias been suggested a| 
means whereby

A renewal of ali' restaura'nt, liotei, 
saloon, shop or bottle llccnaos was 
authorised at tho session of the license 
eoimnissi'jner.'; ^'cstorday afternoon, 
unci as a result already between .nlxty 
and seventy of the seventy-scven 
licenses In all have been renewed, the 
city treasiircr accepting the fee.^. 
Thereby a victory was secured for the 
license hoblers. Js'o ciuesllon as to 
whether the applicants had conii)lled 
with the new regulations \\as raised 
but the renewals were giaiuod in ac- 
cordance with a blanket resolution 
moved by Coininlsslonor Phillips, soc- 
eiided by Coniinissioner Ross and car- 
rieil by them with Mayor Morley dls- 
soniiiig. Tile license holders are con- 
tlrnied In their licenses for another six 
months. 

The above proceedings docs not in- 
validate the 'iiew License Regulation 
Bylaw recently passed by the eouncli; 
but it prevents the board of coiiiirds- 
simiers enforeing the jienalty imposed 
by that measuro for non-ciuiipllanee 
with the new regulati.ins as to pre- 
mises. This Is the refusal to renew. 
Infractions of the bylaw will eontl-nue 
to lip reported to them, hut nil that the 
presorit board can do is to recomniend 
to the liicomiiig bonrd that It do not 
renew the licenses at the session to lie 
belli the second Tucsdiiy in January. 
The order of the council that the com- 
mlw-sicners see that the regulations are 
crniplled with before the licenses are 
renewed for the ensuing six months la 
thereby rendered of no effect. 

The session was not tho lengthy on-' 
expoeted. interest hi the proeeedliars 
wa.s great and when the court as 
senibled and .M;t\-or .Morle.\-, followed 
by AV. .Mackay Ross and Jose;)h E. 
Phillips, the two other coninilssl(Micr.s, 
entered the courtroom and took Ills 
place on the boneh. there werii over 
a hundred people iirescnt, largely eom- 
posoci of license holders, and the own- 
ers of licensed oremi.'^es, wlille around 
the counsel table .sjit a large array of 
legfii talent, including City Solicitor 
.Mniin, representing the city; l>>ank 
Hieglns and A. B. McPhllllp.s, the 
spokesmen of the license holders and 
owners of licensed properties respec- 
tively, and others"' representing indi- 
vidual Interests. ^ 

Tho cominlsslohors thcnmclvc.s look- 
ed nervous. The /iiccs of the ninvor 
and ills two confreres .were welgii'.y 
with resolve. , Xjiit It w;is different 
resolves, as was oresi-ntly demon- 
strated. 

The mayor sngge.-^ti'd that the cnUi-( 
proceed to bu:-i:;e,-;:;. He called ujioii 
Cit.v Solicitor .Maim to state tle> 
city's position with n-gard to the new 
license regulations, which that gen- 
tlein.an proceeded to do. 

The present, he said, was the fiist 
time that any attempt had been made 
to interfere with the mode in wliidi 
the statutes dealt with the Ibpior 
trade. The coucll had arrived at tlio 
conclusion that certain restrictions 
should be placed ■ upon It' It had 
been necess.iry for thom In pureult nf 
this deteniilnatlon to become ncqualnl- 
ed w itii the mode in which the various 
lic ensed nrenilses wer- being eondiirled 
and .lecordingly the chief of police and 
the elerk of the court l,ad "bven In- 
structed to \-isli th,' \-ai-lr,iis preuiluPs 
and to report iioon ihmi. It |ia-,l 
appeared as a r<'sult nf llial Inspoe- 
tion that ,-i soniewlKit anom.-ilous con- 
dition existed. Thcr" wen- inauy 
prenilsis conducted under hotel H- 
cense.s which were really siiloons. No 
distinction was made between hoi -l 
and saloon licenses. 

In 18112 the statute was amended and 
an hotel license was 'or prenilsea hav- 
ing thirty rooms or more. This dis- 
tinction w;is, howevi r, never observed 
In Victoria. Altlionsh aii(hori/;ed lo 
do so no regtilall'iii was iiassed by tlie 
council, .Maii\- priMiiises which would 
iierinit of the lioltlers qnalif.\|iig under 
thc.> regulation liad permiited ih-'ir 
looni.s lo fall iiil" lii^u.sc and if it w.is 
liitcTided to u.-j... these saloons it would 
ho roM-essary for llieiii to eoiuiily with 
the regulations f"r .saloons.

.Mr .Mann I lierciiiimi filed ilie m-l.ii- 
liial eoi)\- of the bv'law with the clerk 
of till- board and the chief of jiollco. 

.Vf this juncture, Mr. Hlggins rose 
to object to the proceedings as null 
and void- . Ho called for tho renewal 
of the licenses under section one of the 
bylaw, which lie read as follows: 

"From and after the 'Jnd day of

It was therefore explicit, he stated 
that the notice referred to could 
not issued until tho information 
necessary was before the commission- 
ers as a board. Tho notice was Is- 
sued merely in conformity with a. res- 
olution adopted Juno 12. The notices 
wore not signed by a commissioner 
or the chairman as callod for by the 
.statue. Moreover, and this was Mr. 
Hlggins crowning point, the bylaw 
stated that notices must be replied to 
by aijpearauco at the next regular sit- 
ting of the board. Tho present sitting 
of tho board was not a regular chitting. 
It was merely a eonlimieil meeting 
and hence could only cmitinue the 
consideration of mattm-s Introduced 
and considered at the previous ses- 
sion. 

Mr. Hlggins then stated that there 
was no disposition on the part of the 
license holders lo evade the law. lie 
read an interview with the mayor 
published In the Colonist of the pro- 
\-ious Friday in wliich tliat gentleman 
coinmeiuled the lii'cnse holders for the 
spirit they exhibited. 

At this juncture Commissioner 
Phillips, who had been stirring un- 
easy in his seat fen- some luinules, of- 
fi.'red a motion. With little prelimi- 
nary he announced that he would 
move the followdng motion: "That 
this board grant tho renewal, of all 
restaurant, hotel shop or bottle licen- 
ses and that the city treasurer be In- 
structed to Issue the same forthwith 
giving a further opportunity to all to 
comply with the general regulations, 
the chief of police to report at the 
next regular meeting of the board any 
breach of tho regulations." 

Commissioner Ross: -"I second the 
motion." 

Mayor Morley-, took -exception to the 
adoption of -the- resolution. It was 
opi)osed to tho action of the board 
suggested by the city solicitor on bc- 
lialt' o£ the council, lie doubted If the 
boiird could pass a blanket resolution. 
The board were there to sbe that the 
regulations enacted by the eouiicil were 
carried into effect in a reasonable 
spirit. It was the city's Intention to 
deal generously and lilierally with the 
liceiiHo . holders and property owners, 
it Was necessary ^ to cliaiige the list 
for one thing. Tlie .dd list was mixeil, 
the names of license holders were also 
mixed. ICven -Mr. Hlggins would not 
take excepllini to the proposal to 
amend the list. 

.Mr. lllgslns: "You are prohibited 
from dealing, with this matter- at all 
as you have not compiled with the 
law." 

Mr. MePhllllps rose and addressed 
the court. He followed thi. lines pur- 
sued by Mr. Hlggins. The present 
court was nut properly seized of the 
mil iter. The notices were not return- 
able until tho September sessloii of 
the court. Ho urged the Importance 
of the board accepting this view of 
the proceedings cspeciall.v as the mat- 
ter was sub-judlce at present. 

The mayor applied lo Mr. Jlanii as 
to ills opinion ;is to wlielher he should 
not put tho resolution of Commission- 
er Phillips. 

Mr. Mann advised the mayor to put 
tho resolution, though he held that 
tile court was properly seized of the 
matter. 

The mayor prepared to do so. Be- 
fore doing so he uniuiadverted to the 
clause quoted by Mr. iMann in his 
opening reiiiurks and to the fact tlial 
the license holders might ultimately 
lose their license as a result. 

Mr. Hlggins Informed tho court that 
they were prepiirod to run the risk. 
Thi' motion Was put and passed, the 
mayor dissenting. 

The resolution was signed and 
cu'dered sent to the city treasurer, 
There Wiis a murmur of di-ll.ght from 
lie- license ledders at ihc- back of the 
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ar,\- routine business. 

The iransfer of licenses for the Ue-- 
geiii and Aveiuie Rrireal Saloon to 
Catherine .Meldruiii was authorlsi.nl. 
They were formerly held by the lute 
hu.sband, J. W. .Moldruni. The tiaiis- 
fer ot the Bodoga Saloon to T. A. and 
(". M. McDo-weli and the Vernon 
(Carlton Saloon) to R. p. Clarke were 
granted. A temporary permit for the 
Victoria Hotel bar. was granted. The 
temporary permit for tlio Elk Saloon 
lo A. It.

Dowell to .Sainuei Shore. 

The board then adjourned.

The session of the city council last 
evening was a lengthy one. In ad- 
dition to sovenil matters over whicli 
(liscussion waxed warm there wore a 
numlaer cf mattors of routine business, 
all of wliich took up considerable time.

■ tors which has resulted In the pre- 
sent activity of real estate In the city. 
So the rate will remain the same as 
last year, namely twenty-four mills. 

Tile City Auditor, James I^. Ray- 
miir. had sul.imilted an estimate 
around -wliicli there clung no little 
mystery. Kach of the aldermen were 
provided with a copy of it and allu- 
Bions to It were vague. The mayor 



of tlio problem and the best proposal 
had been the building of an Incinera- 
tor. The proprietors luul opposed thi.s 
and lie was confident that Sir. Jolin- 
aon luul been one of the number.

A letter was received from James 
Star on beliaif of tlio board of man- 
agement of St. Andrew's Prosbyterlaii 
church. The letter alleged that the 
practice of a, transfer company in 
allowing rigs to remain on Broughton 
street opposite the chiu'ch constituted 
a nuisance. The m'ltter was referred 
to the police commissioners (o investi- 
gate. 

H. A. lierryman wrote asking for the 
renewal of his grocery 'Store license. 
The matter was referred ' to.t the city 
treasurer. , 

- A letter .was received from the wa- 
ter commissioner stating that '800 feet 
of pipe w,as necessary at the present 
time for laying winter -mains. The 
matter. waa referfed to'-tUo city pur- 
chasing agent to."; advertise for tend- 
ers. 

In this connection the mayor an- 
nounced that he would shortly bring 
before the council a i)lan for the jnir- 
ehasc of all tlie i)ii)o neco.'!sar\- for the 
redistribution jilan for the water .sys- 
tem.

Meston seconded, the folluwing motion: 

"Whereas, by report of his worship 
tho mayor. It appears that without

"And \siii'reas, llii.s gunerai resolu- 
tion precluded tin.' board from correct- 
ing wliat the council are ail\ised are 
irregularities in the holding of licenses 
and also defeated the objections VVhIch 
on the report of the chief of Police it 
\v;is Intended to urge against certain 
of tho licensed premises. 

"He It resolved,, that tho facts he 
communicated by tho mayor. to the ex- 
ecutive' government with a v.lew of ac- 
tion bedng taken to prevent' a repeti- 
tion of this violation of tho council's 
rights as the represeiit.itivos of the 
eltlztuis charged with the good govern- 
ment of the city." 

Aid. Gleason stilted that h(^ regret- 
ted the iK^cessity for sueli a motion. 
Altliough the council had unanimous- 
ly ptissed the resolution Including j\ld. 
I'toss ("1 do not," said Aid. Ro.-;s) 
these two mi'n have undertaken to ren- 
der null tinil void. It was time to 
take ;ictloi! u]ion the matter. I-Io 
would like to iisk Ald.'Hoss why 'ho 
had .aeteil it's he had. 

Aid. Ross stated that ho luul acted 
as he thought best. What he had done 
he woidd til) again if necessary (Ili^ar 
hear'). He considered that the by-law 
oversteps the statute. As far as his 
being a political appoinlee, he did not 
know at whoso Instance ho had been 
appointed. "If howevei", he .^nid" you 
think that I wbuid occupy any position 
where I wbuld not ' act . tis my. own 
judgmont Induces mo, you arc In tho 
wrong." 

He took exception, to the tone adopt- 



ed by Aid. Gleason, Aid. Kullcrton and 
the mayor In speaking of him. 

Tlie mayor then cN-philned why he 
had spoken of tho two commissioners 
as political appolntooH. Prior to tho 
appointment he had waited on the 
government and urged that mon fav- 
orable to tho policy of the - council 
should receive the nomination. Ho had 
asked -'that ■.'the''Clty; bVpormltted to 
piit forward iseve'ral names. The i>r,e- 
mler had told him that tlibse men had 
been already chosen by the. Conserva- 
tive organization and that' It Avas be- 
yond his power to make tiny change. 

Tho mayor - stated further that 
tho commissioners did not understand 
the fix, they had placed tho city and 
the license holders In. Under section 
IS l neai-ly half of those licenses were at 
the present moment null and void. A lot 
of the license.^ were dead at that vory 
moment. WHien everythhig was ar- 
ranged satisfactorily the two comnils 
sloners had come out with a cut and 
dried proposal. Ho iisked if it ^^'U-s 
the interest of the city that such men 
be allowed to sit. 

Aid. Hanna: "You have asked the 
council back you up in this matter, Mr. 
Mayor, I will ask you to apologise to 
the two men whom you have insulted 
and upon whom you have heaped un- 
deserved slanders. If these men have 
done anything wrong as you say, they 
have, It is up to you to appeal to tho 
courts and - put matters straight. It 
Is- not up to' you harass these men 
who are also representatives of the 
people. I hope tQ.pee.yoV^ make a 
decent apology." ' 

Aid. Vincent also.' took, exception to 
the mayor's attitude. The latter had 
tuntinually said that the present by- 
law was a mandate of the people. This 
was not the case. 'T.h'e people at the 
last election had merely voted on the 
proposal to separate the bottle licenses 
from the grocery store premises. 

Aid. Gleason maintained that the 
Issue throughout the last municipal 
election had been ;l moral one. ^ At 
any rate the commissioners had tailed 
til give effect to the l).\law iiroviiling 
tunong other things for the separa- 
tion rei|uire<l. 

Aid. Vincent suggested tliat the 
iiiiitter rested with the oolieo conunls- 
sloners for onfoieoiiient. Aid. Heinlcr- 
son sujiportod this. He was head of 
the police commissioners and he 
would gnttrantee to punisli any Infrae- 
tioiis of the bylaw. He could not 
understaiid why If the resolution had 
been, contrary to law tho city solici- 
tor had advised the, mayor to nut it. 
He believed that the two commission- 
ers \vlien the case was stated before 
them seeing that sufficient notice had 
been given and that the court was 
not regularly constituted had in the 
best iiiterest.s of the city pursued the 
course of action tliev hiid. 

Mr. i\Iann stated tliat it was open 
to the council to take three courses 
of action. One was the course sug- 
gested -in the resolution, another was 
to take out a m;uulaimis against the 
commissioners and anotlier was to con- 
sider tho licenses of tliosc who had not 
complied with the terms of the by- 
law, but who had paid a renewal fee 
to tho city treasurer, as null and void. 

Einall" after Aid. Hanna had been 
comp>Uea- to agal^'T call upon tho 
mayor 'to be just ^if ithe commission- 
ers and the mayor had affirmed that 
Aid. Hanna was ; Joking. ' when .-Vld. 
Kail hinted that 'nb, justice could be 
obtained from the'-' ' present political 
partv across the bay and Aid. Fuller- 
ton had agreed, It -<»ccurrcd to Aid. 
Verrlnder that It was better to pro- 
ceed slowly with tjijij matter. He sug- 
gested that the measure be ^laid upon 
tho table until ilho-i^ieeting. In order 
that the citv .solictor might enlighten 
the council as to their legal status in 
tho matter. This was agreed to by 
all. 

Some doubt as to the interpretation 
to bo put upon the regulation dealing 
with hotel entrance^ having arisen, a 
letter Of tho city solicitor to O. A. 
Holland was endorsed. H informed 
Mr. Holland that tho council did not 
propo.se to prohibit an entrance from 
a hotel to the hotel bar room Vielng 
used by guests. These must be bona 
fide guests. 

Another letter expressed the oi)lnlo!i 
tliat there w;is nnthing to prevent a 
saloon selliag liquor for consumption 
elsewhere than on the premises.

One of lier ballast logs 
broke loose and she turned turtle, 
carrying eight sailors to their graves.

Vessel Is New Armored Cruiser 'With 
Fourt Stacks Similar in Appear- 
ance to H. M. S. Monmouth. 



United States Consul A. E. Smith 
yesterday morning received a despatch 
from Itear Admiral Swinburne of 
United States slciimshlp t.'liarleston 
saying: "klxiieet arrive at J!;s(iuinialt 
on 17th. .SwinbuiTie." The admiral 
and Ills vessel, both new to the Paclllc 
coast, will make their lirst visit to 
Ks(iuimalt tomorroW. Admiral Good- 
rich, who was in cominiind on the 
Pacllic coast on hoard the United 
States stcamshli) Chicago, visited 
Ksqulinait lust year with that vessel 
and the Boston and Princeton. The 
Charles ton, which Is an armored 
cruiser, Is a new vessel, built a year 
ago at a cost of $2,700,000. She re- 
lieved the Chicago when Admiral 
Swinburne came to relieve. Admiral 
Goodrich. 

The Charleston is similar In size 
and resembles In appearance some- 
v.'liat the British (Irst class cruiser 
Monmouth, which was recently at 
Esfiulniiilt. She is a vessel of 0,100 
tons, about 100 tons less than the .Mon- 
mouth, and steams 2:; knots, one knot 
less than the British cruiser. She is 
•!-l feet long, (id feet beam, :md 2,")-0 
feet deep, a'jid Is armorcKl with a belt 
or" -t inches harvevized steel, ',i inches 
thick at the deck, -I inches thick on 
the side above the bell and •! inches at 
the jiosltions of her heavy guns. The 
Charleston carries fourteen six-inch 
quick-tiring guns, KS three-Inch qulck- 
flrlng, 12 throo-poundors, 12 one- 
pounders, 10 maxims and 2 three-lncli 
lields guns. 

The vessel carries a complement of 
670, 36 ofHcers 'and- 634 seamen. It is 
not icnown how long tbe cruiser will 
stny here. 4 "Waahlngton despatch 
tells of an indignant letter Just writ- 
ton by Commander Wlnslow of the 
Charleston to the United States sec- 
retary of the ntivy denying, allegations 
of smuggling inado by United States 
iiowspapers when the ct)niman(*lpr de- 
tached himself , from tlie Charleston on 
.Iiine lltli. Commander Wlnslow told 
of sending home his persona! effects 
packed in small bo.xcs to ' facilitate 
trcnsportiition. These effects, he said, 
were purchased In the United States. 
Continuing the commander says: 

"I ijossoss 'no rare wines and no 
large quantity of cigars, nor did I have 
a .single curio. .Such wines and cigars 
as I had were bought in Now York, 
and during the crulso the greater part 
had been on board the ship approxi- 
mately a year and were purchased at 
my expense -for use on board the ship 
as occasion reciulred for private and 
offieial entertatnment, principally offi- 
cial, -and not for importation or even 
for my own use on shore." 

Commander Wlnslow shows that so 
far from making ;iny effort to conceal 
the Landing of those goods, thoy were 
as a matter of fact, landed at the cus- 
tom house under the eye of a customs 
hiSpf-etor and sent directly to the rail- 
road station without any tiiought that 
this reinnant of cabin sujiplles wouid 
Ije considered dutiable. 

When he. letirned later In the day 
and Indirectly, to the contrary. Com- 
mander AVInslow informed the collec- 
tor of the nature of the ontents of the 
boxes, adding thtit ho did not tliinl; 
tlicy were dutiable, but if there was 
tlu! slightest question ho preferred to 
pay the duty in full. Ho says ho sup- 
plied a complete Ifst to the collector 
and paid duty In any ctjse where there 
was a doubt In his own mind as to 
whether the article were purchased In 
New York or a foreign country. The 
total amount p.ild, hi' says, was small, 

"A commanding olllcer of a vessel

VOLCANIC OUTBREAK. 

Kamtchatke, Natives Cauoht in Show- 
ers of Dust. 

San Francisco, July 15. — The out- 
burst of a volcano on the peninsula of 
Kamtchatka on February 18th threw 
thfl' whole country Into darkness for 
njoro than 48 hours and resulted in 
starving scores of natives, accordi'iig to 
officers of the barkentlne S. M. Castle, 
which reached this city. 

The natives, somo of whom could 
spciik English, told Capl. I'adorson 
and his men that they had no knowl- 
edge of the terrible storm tliat had 
come upon them. They knew only 
that wliih." they were crossing the val- 
leys In the llrst Hush of sprhig the 
wave of dust fell upon' tlii'in, followed 
by utter darkness tluil continued for 
two d;iys and . nights. Uava, . •■ilinost 
l-:ot, f(dl iibout them,, and there were 
such showers of black ashes Ihiit their 
progress wiis stayed and . they were 
lucky to llnd undrlbd crooks and 
sin lngs. But the; party of natives was 
li. dire straits arid some of them had 
succumbed to their hardships.

Padefson- sent :COfC : ■two" ^boat^ loads of 
provisions whlnh'. tlie 'iau'ft^rlng' natives 
said would suflloe: to keep' them oil the

wharf, which had not ' been properly 
braced collapsed and fell. The^iumber 
and shingles were bolng-j salved when 
the Tees left Clayotjyot,- sound. 

Nothing was learn^di.of any bush 
lire on ' the island coast, .although those 
on board the.steaftier Tartar reached 
port on Saturday, ' reported having 
sighted a great column of smoke, seem- 
ingly from the Island In the vicinity of 
Clayoquot, and her olllccrs were of 
opinion a largo bush flro was rtiglng. 

News was brought that the steam 
whaler St. Lawrence, detached from 
the Sechart station, left on Saturday 
for the Kyuquot station and was to 
hav(! commenced hunting from there 
yesterday. Last week eighteen whales 
were brought to the Sechart stiitioii. 
The Tees f spent sixteen hours there 
loading cargo, (100 barrels of oil and 
1000 bags of fei-lUIzer, the delay oc- 
casioned considerable protest among 
the ptissengors. 

with the exception of the schooner 
Eva Mario all other sealers had left 
the west coast, and Capt. Jacobsen's 
schooner was e.xiiected 'o sail yester- 
day.

SIX MINEBS AMONG 
THE JAPAN'S VICTIfflS 



Ten Reported Killed by Explosion 
of Dynamite- Laden 



When the steamer Princess Beatrice 
was on her way from Skagway a 
broken spar and some wreckage was 
passed near Kotchljtan, this being all 
that rcnialncd of the barge Japan, 
which was blown up on tne niglit of 
July 10 when In tow of the tug .Mar- 
ion near Ketchikan. All on hoard the 
Jajian were instantly lulled. It was tit 
first believed tin; killed totiiled four 
Japanese, three ladng the crew of the 
barge ;uid tlie other a dockhiind of 
the Marlon, who was struck by a fly- 
ing splinter. It was stated at Ketchi- 
kan, however, when the I'rlncess 
Beatrice was there that sI.k miners 
wore also among the killed, the total 
casualties numbering ten instead of 
four. Not !i vestige of the pieces of 
broken wreckage of the vessel, were 
seen after the explosion. There were 
1,000 pounds .if dynamite, 200 tons of 
coal, and a shipment of mining ina- 
chlnory, all for the Brown-Alaska 
mining Company of Hedley, on board 
the barge Japan, the total being 
valued at $20,000. 

The six miners who were stated to 
hii\'c boon lost were stowaways who 
wont on board the Japan to inidic 
their way to :Maplo Creek, where they 
Intended to work at tlio mines. When 
tlie Princess Beatrice was at Ketchi- 
kan her ollicers were liift)rnied by a 
number of residents of tlio northern 
port of tlio presence of the sl.x miners 
on board the Japan and the story had 
it 41/i.t thoy were engaged In an 
orgy before embarking, which thoy 
were believed to have continued In the 
hold of the barge which held such a 
dangerous cargo. 

Although the barge in tow of the 
iMarijii was eight miles frnjii Ketclil- 
kan when tlie disaster occurred the 
shock broke eonsldorable of the win- 
dows of the northern port, and the 
nolso of the explosion was heard 
plainly. Had the tug Marlon not been 
a long way in advance Of 'her tow that 
vessel would probably also have met 
disaster. As It was she was sheered 
with fragments when the Japan blew 
up, and one of her crew killed.

' Speaking of the industries which are 
ically opening up, industries of great 
pnnnincnce, I may refer to the whaling 
industry. This Industry now Is on Its 
way to great development. And many 
of .\ ou know something of the dividends 
riaid by whaling companlk's in the last 
few yoai-s; yon will kiiow what 1 mean 
wiieii 1 say tliat tiie wlialing industry 
here is destined lo unprecedented de- 
velopment, because yini iiave the rlcli- 
cst Wlialing grounds on the glolie. 

1 will not trouble you with an\- imn-e 
remarks than these. There is still the 
iiuestbm of provincial and Dominion 
jurlsdii-tion. II was thought tliat wiien 
tile f.anioiis lisiii.rie's Judgnnmt in LSilS 
uas given in London tliat everything 
was settled, that the Dominion had 
clearly defined the part It had to play 
In the protection and preservation of 
the lish of this country, that the »rov- 
inces also liad thielr part to play, in, 
Hs It were, lending aid to the people, 
in detail matters by wlilcb they wore 
to enjoy the privileges of tliose on- 
gaged in (ishi'ng industries. In otiier 
words, jurisdiction lu-loiiged to the Do- 
minion, and the enforcement of laws 
and tlic i.ssue of licenses belonged to 
tlie iirovince. But, unfortunately, i'n- 
Ici n;itl(nial matters have sprung up, 
fiuestions of pui)lic harbors, and what 
I ni;iy terms lorrltorial limits liavc 
arisen wliich seenis lo make the mat- 
ter full of flllticullv and full of com- 
Iilcxily; and what the end may be lin- 
niediatoly,! do not knovv.-.But I should 
lilie as a ll-nal word to say this, gentlo- 
mon, you will understand that I do not 
do it purely from a. Dominion point of 
view as against the province, but in 
the Interests of nshorles, and the Hsb- 
ing populatiol^ of tills country, 1 would 
like to sec the lisliories of this country, 
the jurisdiction and management of 
the whole work of llslierios and Its de- 
velopment. In tlio hands, not of seiiar- 
ate and divided ;uitlioritles, but one 
authority. Tiicn I think there is an 
era of promise before us In our fisher- 
ies, tile limits of which no man can 
forsco. (.\pplause.) 

The Cliairman — W'e have listened 
with a great deal of pleasure to tlio in- 
teresting and instructive addros.s of 
Professor Prince, and 1 am.'isure I am 
voicing the views of tlie board when 
I say , that we hope ■ Professor Prince 
will. In the next visit to British C6- 
Imiibla, be able to attend the annual 
meeting pf the board. We hope you 
will bear that In niind. Professor 
I'rince, and shall' be ver,\' glad to wrl- 
coiiie you tigaln. Thank you. 1 liavo 
now the iileasurc of calling on Pro- 
fessor Wriglit. 

Professor Wright— Mr. Chairman 
and Oentlenien: It Is a Komewliii.t 
unexpected pleasun^ to be asked to ad- 
dress the Hoard of Trade upon this 
oee.isioii.

Various gov- 
ernments . hfiye_^.aono. so, .Croiii lime to 
time. . The'.Ari^^rican 'BOvernmenl— the 
work Of th0 .United States Fisli Coni- 
inlsslon, you 'are all well acAiuul'nted 
with; The British government has been 
very active in that way; the German 
and .Scandinavian govortimerits have all 
done very excellent work. And al- 
tliouffli much of that work has not 
turned out to be of Imixirtii'nt value, 
such as In the c;ise of the trolling lish- 
eries of Scotland to which Professor 
Prince rcforiod, yet one can never tell 
when a scientilic fact wliich has been 
actually determined, and whicli has 
scorned not to be related to any know|. 
edge of imjiortance — [ sav "one can 
never toll when' such a scientific fact 
will turn out to be of the utmost im- 
portauco.. And thororore 1 think 
11 is vfery" well that the Domin- 
ion government should have lunied 
Its attention now to the Paclilc Coast. 
Kspcclnlly since the flsherles of tbb 
I'acilic Coasi are overbalancing, as it 
won-, in imporliincc, those of the At- 
lantii; Coast. The marine biological 
1 has now been at work for many 
on the Atlantic Coast, and lia.-i 
done .some very good preliminarv work. 
J!ui I am sorry to saj' Unit the number 
of people that we can imhico lo go 
into llie professi.m ,,r zoology is very 
small, because tile profession of y.ooi- 
ogy is 'not a lucralh'e one. And tlie 
number of universities in which it is 
taught by a staff of /inologl.sts Is yet 
comparatively small. And the numi)er 
of men who wo .oan draw on for sci- 
entlflc observation Is comparatively 
limited. I may , sny that the work 
wlileli has hoen.Mone by the Atla-ntlc 
Coast marine siafloii, has all' been of a 
volunteer character, and I take .It It 
"ill he so ill the Pacilic marine sta- 
tion. They worij for tile love of the 
"ork. and zoologisis are always very 
lioeii rn tlio observation of what comes 
under their ken. I liiiow that o\-entu- 
all.\- liritlsh Columbia may liave it own 
trained zoologists, wli.) will be able to 
take part in the work of tills station. 

I would refer lo the adniinihio work 
wliich has lieeii done by the llov.

An Industry Which Promises to 
Become One of the Largest 
in Province 



At Swnnston Il.'irbor, about half -vvay 
between Vancouver and I'ort KsHlni;toii, 
then- is In tlic makinR an industry 
ulilcli promises in It.s time to become 
one of the iarKe.sl in Briti.sli Colnml)i.% 
In fuct to rimk wltli the blRK'-'St ami 
most extensive in Canada. Tlii.i is tin; 
factory oi; the Canadian Sulphide and 
Pulp Co., Limited. Worlc was only 
started on lliis factory alioul llui e 
weeks aj^o and at tlie present time tlie 
Bite of tlio future inill.s Ik notbiiiK' ))ul 
a wilderness of Inn-nt Krouiui and 
blackened slumps, out of wliieli the 
framework of a large HawniiU is rap- 
Idlv KrouiiiK into shape. 'I'ho sawmill 
will, when eoinpleled, bo one of the 
larrest on tlie vonst — and il is merely 
an inchlental piwt of the whole plant. 
Th!rty-flvi> men are now empliiyed im 
the construction of this bulldlni,' ami it 
1« rapidly nearinK completiiui. 'I'lie 
machinery is all on the Rround and Is 
now bciuK Installed. It is expected 
tlint the hrst lumber will be cut within 
. two months. 

In addition to the Hawniill the com- 
pany is planninK tho erection of ii 
luicl' puip mill in which tho spruce tim- 
ber, of whieli an unllmltea supply ex- 
ists in th(' nelRliborhood will ho ground 
into material for the manufacture of 
piiper. The original plan of the eorn- 
pany was to liave shipped this wood in 
JtB raw slate to be turiu-d into paper 
elsewhere. It has imw, howi>ver. been 
decided to manufacture tlie paper rlt,'lit 
' on tho spot and plans linvc been pre- 
pared for a Kreat plant in which all 
grade," of paper from the roughest kind 
.mich as is u.sed for wrapping purposes, 
tn the finest, urado stationery will he 
turned out. 

This plant, with the pulp inlU will be 
located at tlie foot of the falls which 
rtm into Swanston Harbor, and from 
Which can ho secured power suffiident to 
run tho wliole concern. Tln'se falls :\rt\ 
a prominent feature of the landscape of 
tlio neighborhood. They are aloso on 
ono hundred ^oot. in. heiffht, and receive 
a never, faillni? supply of water from a 
lake situated about a mile inland. This

At the 
pnsenl time the W'li-ks are supplied 
with water from tho falls, lint with this 
exception they have not yet been util- 
ized. An engineer will leave Victoria 
for the harbor within the next few days 
and tinder ills supervl.sion a concrete 
dam will be built across tlie foot. From 
this will be secured 500 h.p. unlt.s of 
power for use on the iinnHMliate require- 
ments of the enmpany. This, however, 
i.s a men- fractlnn of the Dossibilltles 
of the- falls and lat'-r the d,-nn will be 
niueh inc-reasiKl in size and ii larKe 
plant Installed for the purpose of trans- 
forming the water power Into oloctrlclty 
By means of tills tho whole plant will 
be run. At the present time the com- 
pany is running a small sawmill. In 
wbfeb arr' belnfj eat and prep.ared all I 
thi' tinibcjrs for tln! erection of the! 
buildliiRS. The larpe sawmlU will when 
completed ho first run by steam power, 
but this will later bo clmnBCd to elec- 
tricity. 

So far as sliipplncr is concerned, the 
f.acilitics of th,' company are unsur- 
passed. The eiitr.'inee to Sw:niston llar- 
iior Is thinii(.;h a narrow lanil locked 
channel. 'I'lu' inountnlns whieli asceacl 
str.-il:,-ht frnm the wati^r on either .^ilde.
